Having announced that 
his Government was prepared to. yield, 
he launched into a'torrent of propaganda 
clearly calculated to win converts to Bol- 
shevism among the British working 
classes, but much more likely to amuse, 
if not to disgust, most clear-thinking men. 
It is‘ not the custom of the Russian 
Government, its apologist announces, to 
mix up practical business — transactions 
with theories. of politics and the discus- 
sion of principles. Nevertheless, M. 
Tchitcherin feels moved to give the world 
a little necessary instruction in the merits 
of Bolshevism. Mr. Lloyd George called 
the Soviet an oligarchy. He was wrong. 
On the contrary, all‘ States which are not 
ruled by Sovieté are oligarchies par 
excellence. M. Tchitcherin’s proof is 
amusing. In Great Britain, for example, 
“the fruits of the whole nation’s produc- 
tions are seized by the privileged few '— 
surely, he does not. mean the miners ?— 
“while in Soviet Russia the whole nation 
works for the whole nation’s benefit.” The 
chief! difference petween the two systems 
is noí; mentioned, although it may be in- 
ferred, There is some production in Great 
Britain, while in Soviet Rugsia there is 
none; but we may let that pass. Under 
Parliamentary government, M. Tchitcherin 
continues, the incoherent masses give their 
support’ once: im several years to certain 
firmly established: political parties. Under 
Bolshevism, on the other hand. the 
workérs rule the roost. Unfortunately 
for his argument, M. Tchitcherin does not 
happen to be a “worker,” Like Lenin, 
Trotsky, Kamenefi, Krassin, and Radek, 
he is a bowrgeoi# of the bourmecis. Like 
them, again, he also is the very type of 
oligarch. | 

The British worker, threatened with a 
coal strike, is getting rather sick of Bol- 
shevism. He will estimate M. Tchitcherin's | 
dialectics at their true value, and will 
resent very strongly the impudent tone of 
his aftack un Parliamentary government. 
Nevertheless, few will fail to detect the 
current of despair which runs through the 
Bolshevist Note, and the obvious anxietv 
of Moscow to make peace. “The Soviet 
Government,’ pleads M. Tchitcherin, “is 
by nature peaceful, and averse froni con- 
guests.” That, of course, is sheer 
nonsense ; but the present position of the 
“ Red ” Army in Poland, and the economic 
straits to which Russia has been reduced, 
have driven the Soviet to abandon, for the 
present, at any rate, their Napoleonic 
plans and effect a compromise with their 
enemies. They know the Allies’ terms. 
All Europe is réady to live at peace with 
Russia, and Great Britain, by allowing 
Messrs. Kameneff and Krassin to estab- 
lish themselves in London, has proved her 
good-will. Poland, for the moment, is 
taking excellent care of herself.. There- 
fore, the main obstacle to peace is. consti- 
tuted by the Bolsheviks’ mania for propa- 
ganda. They are hard at work through- 
out the Middle East, and have penetrated 
into India and China. M. Tchitcherin’s 
Note shows that they have not abandoned 
hope of imposing their pernicious system 
on Western Europe. Until they stop 
their propaganda, and give the Allies 
sound gnarantees that it will not be re- 
vived, peace with Soviet Russia is not 
possible. We all want peace just) as badly 
as M. Tchitchtetin wants it; but, so far 
as Great Britain is concerned, at any rate, 
no aftack, open or disguised, on our party 
institutions will be tolerated. The British 
people will not allow their country to be

Unless the other trade unions come to 
the assistance of the miners the strike, 
even if it starts, is not likely to last very 
long. It is believed that the funds at the 
disposal of the various branches of the 
Federation amount to about £5 a head, 
and at present prices this would not go 
far in enabling the men and their families 
to live. Some of the more careful men 
have. no doubt, a certain amount of 
money laid by, and it is these, I fancy, 
who are opposing a strike.

A POSSIBLE SCLUTION OF THE 
MINERS’ TROUBLE. 

A Labour Correspondent of The Times, 
writing today upon the subject of the 
threatened miners’ strike, says—If the figures of 
the ballot and the present attitude of the 
Government and the Miners’ Federation were 
the only factors ‘in the situation, the outlook 
would be desperate. 

A solution has been suggested to me to-da 
trom an influential, though not an offcia 
source. It is submitted that there is one co 
thé Government could adopt, which, under suffi- 
cient pressure, might satisfy the miners (par- 
teularly the coal-getiers, who alone have a 
tangible grievance under existing conditions), 
and meet, in principle, both the present demands 
of the leaders po yet prove to the ultimate 
benefit of the public. During the war all 
wage increases to the miners were granted on 
the basis of a flat rate. Every worker got the 
increased wage, whether or not he earned it. 
On the occasion of the last wage claim of the 
miners, the Government offe a substantial 
advance on a percentage basis, which would 
have meant that the aile a man work 
the more the advance would have meant to him. 
In: the end it was agreed that the advance 
should be on a percentage ; 
with as guaranteed flat rate in- 
crease, intended, chiefly, to benefit day 
labourers and eurfacemen whose earnings do 
not depend on outpuy 

The settlement lost in value because the 20 
per cent. minimum advance was given to every 
grade, down to the office boy, but the important 
point was established that the miners pted 
the principle of a percentage basis fO wage 
advances. The suggestion now put to me is, 
that if the Government should be faced, as is 
quite possible, by a demand for a resumption 
of negotiations by the whole trade tinion move- 
ment, a firm offer, subject to no qualification, 
should be made of a percentage advance in 
wages. with the rigid exelusion of any flat-rate 
advance. This would enable ihe Government 
to point out that the offer would tend to re- 
move existing inequalities between fhe re- 
muneration of the coal-getter and the day 
labourer, and would also encourage an increase 
in output, which would enable the consumer to 
obtain cheaper coal under sound economic con- 
ditions. 

The proposs! would involre the complete 
overthrow of the extremist movement to secure 
nationalisation by a systematic campdign to bring 
about the bankruptey of the coal industry. But 
it would meet the one possible existing economic 
grievance of the more highly skilled miners, 
and would give the men an opportunity 15 
benefit the consumer without adding to the 
burden of the taxpayer. 


DANZIG OPEN.

from America, has undergone a marked improve- 
ment. The diecharging of the mnnitions by 
French sailors began yesterday at noon, and 

roceeded without mterference, ana over 1,000 

olish emigrants left for Poland yesterday. I 
understand that no difficulty, either on Sir 
Reginald Tower's part or from the Communist 
transport, workers, i expected with regard to 
further transporte to Poland. There is much 
quiet rejoicing among the Polish inhabitants at 
Danzig, wro have not yet recovered from the 
terrible thought that Warsaw might be occupied 
by the Bolshevists, and that om thernse! ves 
might be exposed to the combined German 
Nationa] and Communist elements in the city. 
The chang> in the state of affairs in Danzig has 
undoubtedly been brought about by the Polish 
suceesses on ihe front. The patriotic feeling 
among different sections of iué Polish com- 
munity i# shown bv the fact that Polish emi- 
cra@nts, regardless of age. are pressing for their 
immediate dispaich to Poland. The Polish Jews, 
on the other hand, many of whom are of mili- 
tary age, are making no attempt to retarn, 
;nd it is estimated that about 5.000 Polish Jews 
have arrived at Danzig during the last fortnight. 


THE TYRANNY OF A MINORITY. 


Mr. C. Jesson, M.P., who is a member of the 
National Démocratic antl Labour Party, in the 
course of a letter in The Time to-day, 
writes:—If the threatened ccal strike takes 
place millions of people in this and other 
countries will suffer untold hardship, while 
hundreds of thousands of the poorer classes 
will have to sell up their homes in order to 
obtain food, This is really civil war, and 
what is equally important, it is being deli- 
berately engineered by that active minority in 
our trade unions who are acting under the in- 
fluence and guidance of the Dasdy Herald.

DECLARATION BY THE GOVERN- 
MENT. 


_Reuter’s Agency learns that the Polish Go- 
verument has issued the following declaration :—

‘The 
Polish Delegation then sent to Minsk was 
furnished with instructions which were to bring 
about an armistice and fix the preliminaries of

A CONCESSION. 

Although our interpretation of this point of 
our peace terms is thorougbly justified, we, 
nevertheless, are willing to remdve this, the only 
point of divergence, in order to establish a full 
understanding between us and the above Go- 
vernments as to the terms of peace with Poland. 
We, first of all, declare that we never considered 
our terms as an ultimatum, and are etill, as we 
have been all the time, willine to discuss them 
with the Polish Government. This dis@sssion 
will take place between us and the Polish Go- 
vernment, with whom alone we are treating for 

ade. Any undertakings which we may give in 
this matter will, therefore, be given to Poland 
alone. In, view, nevertheless, of our earnest 
desire to attain the important results íor. the 
world’s welfare and peace, arising from peace 
with Great Pritam, we are willing to inform 
the British Government that the Russian Go- 
vernment has resolved io make a concession off 
this point. fe will not imwt upen the clause 
referring to the arming in Pol ot a Workers’ 
Civic Militia, thus securing full agreemenv with 


Greai Britain as to all the terms of peace with | 


Poland. 

it is not the custom of the Russian Govern- 
ment to mix u; practical business transactions 
with theoretical politics. and with discussions 
of principles. But eince the British Government 
has, in connection with this question, published 
a purely political communication direct, against 
the principles upon which our Government is 
constructed, we cannot avoid entering for a 
moment the same path. As the British Govern. 
ment has launched against the Soviet régime 
the. strange accusation of being an oligarchy, 
it ie impossible for us not to point out thet all 
the States which have a form of Government 
different from ours are themselves obviously true 
oligarchies, since in their countries the fruita 
of. a whole nation’s productions are seized by a 
privileged few, while in Soviet Ruseia the whole 
nation works f or the whole nation’s benefit. 
Under the rule of those whom the British and 
Italian Note describes as a free Government, the 
immense majority toil for the privileged few. 
This is the obviously real and true oligarchy. 
We need only recall Sir Leo Chiozza Monev'a 
calculations of the distribution of British income 
in 1904. 1,250,000 rich people reeeived 
£585.000,000: 3,750,000 received £245,000,000 ; 

,000,000 poor received £880,000,000. 

THE SOVIET FORM OF GOVERNMENT. 

As to real participation in political power, we 
ask which form of Government gives more of 
euch to the great masses of the natáon. The 
Parliamentary form, under which the incoherent 
masses give their support once in many years to 
firmly established political pariies, either 
directly representing the above oligarchy. or 
strongly influenced by it, or the Soviet form 
under which the workers in their work places 
form permanent local units, in whose hands rest 
the control of the whole Soviet fabric, built up 
by the delegations of the local Soviets, and 
under which, moreover, the whole administration 
is in the hands of the local Sovieis. This strug: 
ture in iteelf gives such power to permanently 
organised working masses that to mention it is 
sufficient to refute about a fabled “ tyranny ” 
and “ oligarchy ” spread by the dispossessed or 
frightened privileged claases, and repeated in the 
British Government’s communication, “Any 
oligarchy is, as a matter of fact. an impossibility 
under Soviet rule. Any Government under the 
Soviet system is only able to exist by the will 
of the working masses. Being a trily popular 
Government, the Soviet Government is by 
nature peaceful, and averse to conquests, and its 
true peacefulness is of another kind than that 
of the Governments of propertied oligarchies, 
which desire peace only after having spoiled 
their vanquished adversaries of their riches. A 
péace that has for its main object the retention 
of such spoils can never be a solid one; whereag 

peace of the Workers’ and Peasants Go- 

vernment, being based upon the rejection of the 
exploitation of others, and upon the true 
solidarity of the great working masses of all 
nations, is the only genuine and really per- 
manent peace. 

Animated by this spirit, the Sovie 
‘ment, as it has declared above, does TAIRE 
upon the interpretations of the peace terms with 
Poland which has given rise to the present 
divergence with Great Britain and Italy It 
renounces its demand for the creation of the 
Workers’ Militia in Poland, and thus restores 
the full agreement with the above two Govern- 
ments which existed before this divergence 
arose.

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THE MURDER OF THE TSAR. 
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IMPERIAL FAMILY’S 
SUFFERINGS. 

The Press Association is indebied to the 
| courtesy of JVhe TJ'imes for the followi 
extracts from the eighth instalment (publishec 
to-day) of the authoritative account of the exile 
and murder of the Tsar and the Rusejan 
Imperial Family, The present section deals 
with the last weeks at Ekaterinburg, the suffer- 
ings of the Imperial Family, and the planning 
of the final crime. 

Isa Goloschekin, intimate friend of Yankel 
Sverdlov, took charge of the prisoners on their 
arrival; Pointing to the door of the Royal 

fison house (a building surrownded by double 

arricades, and with white-washed windoys), he 

said—“ Citizen Romanoff, you may emef.” In 
this way the prisoners crossed the threshold, 
which none was allowed to re-cross. BSentries 
were placed between the double hoardings sur- 
rounding the house; also on the stairways, land- 
ings, beside the lavatory (only one for the joint 
use of the guards and prisonem), and else- 
where. No privacy whatever was allowed, even 
for the girls, all being under brutal observa 
tion day and night at what was designated 
“'The special purpose house.” 

The Ekatermburg period was one long 
martyrdom for the Romanofie, growing worse 
as the hour of death approached. ‘The guards 
were drunken criminals, types such as a revolu- 
tion brings to the surface. They entered the 
prisoners rooms, whenever they thought fit, at 
all hours, prying with drunken, leering cyes 
into everything that they might be doing. 
Their presence was an offence; their loathsome 
familizrities an abomination. They would sit 
down at the table; put their dirty hands into 
the plates; apit, jostle, and reach in front of 
the prisoners. eir greasy elbows would be 
thrust, br accident or design, into the ex-Tsar's 
face. Alexandra was a special object of atten- 
tion. They would sii round ther chair, lolling 
so that any movement on her part brought 
het into contact with their evil-smelling bodies. 
The guards sang revolutionary songs, devised to 
burt and shock the feelings of the prisoners, 
containing foul words, such as no man shouki 
dare to utter in fhe presence of innocent girls, 
but the revolutionary warriors delighted in 
wounding the modesty of the Grand Duchesses 
by filthy seribblings and drawings on the walls. 

In the beginning: of July some suspicions 
must havé arisen amongst the Jewish caraarilla, 
or. perhaps, Moscow had received “ informa- 
tion.” As the time was getting ripe for 
“ action,” steps had been taken to perfect the 
siveadeenenie, and the discovery of disaffection 
among the Russian guards followed. The 
Russian guards were moved out of the house. 
Yankel Yurovski, a new commandant, brought 
a squadron of 10 “ Letts” to mount guard in- 
side the prison house, and take charge of-the 
machine gun posts. These men were the hirea 
assassins of the Red Okhrana. They were not 
Letie, but Magyars, some of them really 
Magyarised-Germans. These so-called Letts had 
entered the service of the Ohrezvoychaika after 
heloing to carry out the German design to 
undermine Russia. 

The laat week of their life must have heen the 
most dreadful one of all for the Romanoffs 
Brutal and bestial as the Russians had been, 
they were preferable, even at their worsi, to 
the. silent, relentless torture applied: by 
Yuroveki. This man’s brothers and sisters 
describe him as “a cruel tyrant, who would not 
hesitate at anything to attain his ends.’ - The 
man and his executioners only waited for the 
signal that was to come from Ygnkel Sverdiov. 
Everything was ready for the murder. The 
victims had been 


adequately tortured. 
Goloshchekin, the Jew, licked his lips in 
pleasurable anticipation. 


THE TSAR’S MURDERER ALIVE, 


Captain Francis McCullagh, a British military 
officer recently returned from Siberia, where he 
was living for some time in disguise, has made 
a statement to a representative of Reuter's 
Agency in convection with the Tsar's murder.

REMARKABLE REVELATIONS. 


The following was issued from Dublin Castile 
yesterday afternoon :— 

' Inquines have been made into the charges 
which have been pubhshed broadcast to ti 
effect that officers of the Cork area had visited 
the houses of peaceful citizens threatening the 
with looting, fire, and other reprisals as the 
result of a threatening letter sent to one of 
their number. The facts are as follow :—On 
the 16th August a young officer of a Lancer 
Regiment, stationed near Cork, received 
threatening letter containing the words: “ Pre- 
pare for death.—Signéed, 1.R.A.” This letter 
was handed to him by a man on a bicycle, 
who remounted and was out of sight before the 
ofticer had time to read it. The officer in com- 
mand of. the unit recommended the young 
officer not to go out alone, and to change the 
position of his tent. 

On the same day a man dressed as a priest 
gained admittance to the camp, and asked 
which was the threatened officers tent. Sub- 
sequently it was discovered that the man was 
not a priest, but had changed into a priest's 
clothes in the house of a notorious Sinn Feiner 
in the district. 

In view of the threatening letter, an officer 
was told off to visit some of the houses in the 
locality occupied by people known to be in- 
timately connected with the Irish Republican 
Army, and to inform them that if any harm 
befel the young officer threatened they would 
be held responsible. This was done. but it is 
emphatically denied that any ‘threats of looi- 
ing or. other reprisals were made in any 
instance. 

With regard to the visit to the house of a 
priest. in the district, it was done on the ex- 
press advice of local: residents on the ground 
that the prmest possessed great influence in the 
district, and to urge him to use that influence 
vo prevent outrages of the nature indicated in 
the threatening letter.

CRUMBLING STOCKS. 
FOREIGN BONDS AN EXCEPTION TO 
GENERAL DULNESS. 

‘FROM THE FINANCIAL NEWS OF TO-DAY.) 
There was no upwardness about the Stock 
markets yesterday. As a maiter of fact, con- 
ditions were precisely similar to those prevailing 
on recent days—namely, a mere trickle of busi- 
ness, a dull tone, and quotations slowly crumbl- 
ing. The one exception, perhaps, was the 
Foreign Bond section, where the surrounding 
gloom was lightened to some extent by a num- 
ber of more or Jess substantial gains: Two 
words only are necessary to use in explanation 
of the depression—politics and Labour. Rather 
more draught was experienced in the gilt-edged 
section, the War Stocks, perhaps, being the 
principal sufferers, the 5 p.c.

Ltd., is rather more than 10,000, which, added 
to the number employed at all our other works 
and collieries, makes a grand total of over 
40,000. 1 ought to say that the Boards of the 
two companies work in perfect harmony, and 
that a closer aequaintanceship with the mem- 
bers of the Lysaght Board has revealed able 
and experienced business men, on whom you 
may safely rely to safeguard your interests. I 
might say a good deal more about them indi- 
vidually, but as some of them are with us to- 
day, perhaps I had better leave well alone. 

OTHER INTERESTS. 

Later, as explained at our meetings in 
Februdry, we obtained, jointly with Lyeaght’s, 
a controlling interest in the Meiros and South 
Rhondda collieries, which have a total annual 
output approaching 400,000 tons of coal. They 
give us a certain quantity of coal eminently 
suitable for some of our works purposes, and 
which is not readily obtainable elsewhere. Na- 
turally, the combination of our interests with 
those of John Lysaght, Ltd., has had the effect 
of largely increasing the number of shareholders 
in South Wales and elsewhere, the number of 
shareholders on our books at the present time ag- 
gregating nearly 11,000. I might say that-the ap- 
proximate average holding in our register of 
Ordinary Shares is under 800 each. Some of 
our new shareholders live in the neighbourhood 
of Cardiff, Merthyr, Dowlais, and _ Brisiol, 
where our works are situated, and I hope I 
have the pleasure of seeing some of them here 
today. In passing, no doubt, many of you 
have seen in the newspapers that we have re- 
cently secured a controlling interest in Bayliss, 
Jones, and Bayliss, Lid’, of Wolverhampton. 
This is a very old-established business, and, like 
two other of our works, 1s engaged in the manu- 
facture of all descriptions of railway fastenings. 
The works, which are well equipped in the en- 
gineering and foyndry departments, also com- 
prise three rolling\mills, which not only supply 
the necessary bars for the carrying on of the 
bolt,- nut, and spike departments, but also the 
bars for fencing and hurdles, in which trade 
Bayliss, Jones, and Bayliss are the foremost 
makers, and have the highest reputation. The 
terms on which the interest was acquired are 
considered quite satisfactory, and three members 
of our Board have joined the” reconstituted 
Board of the Wolverhampton company. The 
purchase does not involve any increase in the 
capital of this company, and, so far as our 
accounts are affected, will only represent a 
change of investment. The transaction pro- 
perly belongs to the year upon which we have 
just entered, but I have thought it best to 
take this opportunity of acquainting you with 
the facta. Next we have Tarmac (South Wales), 
Ltd., a Company we formed in conjunction with 
Tarmac, Limited, the capital of the company 
being divided equally between us. Those of 
you who are in the habit of passing through the 
Black Country, or other districts where iron 
smelting is carried on, will have noticed the 
somewhat unsightly slag heaps, the necessary 
result of smelting operations. Now, it is 
acknowledged by all road experts that blast 
furnace slag of the, right sort is the best raw 
material for Tarmacadam, and, as you will 
readily imagine, we have very large quantities 
of slag in South Wales, the accumulations of, 
what I might safely term, generations.

As the result of our negotiations, we 
took up more than 60 per cent. of their issue of 
10,000 shares of new capital, the balance of 
which was subseribed by the screw-makers ot 
France and other Allied nations. We have 
every reason to anticipate good and useful re- 
sulté from this transaction. After detailing 
the nature of the company’s properties, he 
said—You will gather, from the information | 
have given yeu, some idea of the magnitude 
of the operations which this company now 
condiicts, and that our extensions and acquisi- 
tions have been with tha object of making the 
business into one which is self-contained in all 
available directions. In pursuance of this 
policy, we may consider it advisabia to acquire 
control of other works which might be of real 
advantage to us in the conduct of our business.

LABOUR. 

On the subject of labour, referring to their 
collieries, he said—The present hours worked by 
the underground men are 42 per week, or seven 
hours per shift, as compared with eight hours per 
shift. previously worked.

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sh le signs of recovery. Whether 
the United States competition has become a 
permanent ‘factor I am unable to say, but we 
.are informed that bankers on the other side are 
ne and restricting Pans to manufac- 
turers and dealers in order to reduce the heavy 
credit inflation.

I think ib would be as well 
at this time that I should tell you what the 
profits per ton on the coal trade, as far as 
Guest Keen are concerned, work out at. Hare 
ing regard to the Coal Mines Act, which was 
assed last year, the retainable fit by 
Messrs. Guest Keen and Nettlefokis Bhan 
the whole of their collieries is not more brn 
6d. per ton. When that fact is known by my 
friends—the leaders of the working men at the 
collieries in Dowlais, particularly—I think it 
will give them food for reflection, and, perhaps, 
make them consider whether in these times 
they might not be a little more moderate in 
their demands. As far as the ramifications of 
the company are concerned, I would like to say 
a word to my Lysaght shareholders, who have 
come with me, because it ig a great testimony 
to the Board of Lysaght that we were able to 
earry with us, in a change of ownership, in- 
volving two millions of capital, all but half-s- 
dozen shareholders, representing only a few 
thousands of pounds. With that exception the 
whole lot came over with us to Guest Keen and 
Nettlefolds, and I should like to tell them that, 
while I consider Guest Keen © a good bar- 
gain, I am eatisfied—having had six months’ 
training as a director of Guest Keen and Nettle- 
folds—that there is an ocean of opportunity 
for us as young men im the ramifications of 
one of the finest businesses with which I have 
ever had the pleasure of being associated, or 
had the possibility of investigating.
